Honorable  Sir: 

We  wish  to  submit  the  Fortieth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Alberta  Liquor  Control  Board  covering  the  operations  for  the 
year  ending  March  31st,  1964. 

Net  profit  from  sales  of  liquor  and  beer  amounted  to 
$25,880,165.41,  an  increase  of  $1,249,953.26  over  the  previous 
year,  due  largely  to  slightly  higher  volume  of  sales. 

DISTILLERY  AND  BREWERY  LICENSES 

One  distillery  and  seven  breweries  were  licensed,  being  one 
additional  brewery  over  the  previous  year  (Labatts).  Products 
of  these  manufacturers  were  subjected  to  both  regular  and  spot 
analyses  and  a  high  standard  of  quality  was  maintained. 


HOTELS 

BEVERAGE  ROOM  AND 
BEER  VENDORS’  LICENSES 

As  at  March  31st,  1963,  there  were  four  hundred  and 
twenty-four  (424)  licensed  hotels  in  operation.  During  the  year 
1963-1964,  licenses  were  issued  to  seven  (7)  new  hotels. 

The  licenses  of  the  Swalwell  Hotel  at  Swalwell  were  sur¬ 
rendered  to  the  board  and  not  replaced. 

A  total  of  four  hundred  and  thirty  (430)  licensed  hotels 
were  in  operation  at  March  31st,  1964. 

Hotels  sold  during  the  year  numbered  thirty-two  (32), 
compared  to  fifty-three  (53)  during  the  previous  year. 

Violations  of  the  provisions  of  the  Liquor  Control  Act,  the 
Liquor  Licensing  Act  and  the  Regulations  resulted  in  suspension 
of  beverage  room  licenses  and  beer  vendors’  licenses  in  four  (4) 
hotels,  as  undernoted: 

Serving  Minors  _  2 

Illegal  Sale  of  Beer  and  Unsatisfactory  Operation _  2

In  all  cases,  owners  or  operators  were  given  an  opportunity 
to  appear  before  the  board  to  discuss  details  of  infractions  and 
to  make  representations,  either  personally  or  through  counsel, 
prior  to  decisions  being  reached  by  the  board.  In  furthering  its 
policy  of  maintaining  and  improving  the  generally  high  standard 
of  accommodation  and  service  in  licensed  hotels  throughout  the 
province,  the  board  received  the  fullest  co-operation  of  the 
Alberta  Hotel  Association  and  its  officers. 

DINING  LOUNGE  AND  LOUNGE  LICENSES  IN 
HOTELS  LICENSED  FOR  THE  SALE  OF  BEER 

This  year  five  (5)  additional  dining  lounge  licenses  and 
five  (5)  additional  lounge  licenses  were  issued  with  respect  to 
new  dining  lounge  and  lounge  premises  in  hotels,  making  a  total 
of  forty  (40)  dining  lounge  licenses  and  thirty-seven  (87)  lounge 
licenses  operative  in  hotels  licensed  for  the  sale  of  beer,  compared 
to  thirty-six  (36)  dining  lounges  and  thirty-three  (33)  lounges 
in  the  previous  year. 

The  business  of  one  hotel  having  dining  lounge  and  lounge 
licenses  was  sold  during  the  year,  and  new  licenses  were  issued 
to  the  purchaser. 

Entertainment  authorizations  in  conjunction  with  seventeen 
(17)  of  the  above  noted  dining  lounge  licenses  were  issued  this 
year  compared  to  fifteen  (15)  in  the  previous  year. 

DINING  LOUNGE  AND  LOUNGE  LICENSES 
(OTHER  THAN  IN  LICENSED  HOTELS) 

Six  (6)  dining  lounge  and  five  (5)  lounge  licenses  were 
issued  during  the  year  for  new  premises,  bringing  the  total 
number  of  these  licenses  to:  (previous  year  in  brackets)

During  the  year  three  (3)  dining  lounges  and  two  (2) 
lounges  were  sold,  and  licenses  were  issued  to  the  new  owners. 

Three  (3)  dining  lounge  licenses,  one  (1)  lounge  license  and 
two  (2)  entertainment  authorizations  were  surrendered  to  the 
board,  the  operators  having  closed  their  businesses. 

The  premises  of  one  (1)  dining  lounge,  with  entertainment 
authorization,  were  destroyed  by  fire  and  not  replaced. 

SUSPENSIONS 

There  were  no  suspensions  of  dining  lounge  or  lounge 
licenses  or  entertainment  authorizations  during  the  license  year. 

CLUBS 

Club  licenses  granted  during  the  year  are  listed  below 
(previous  year  in  brackets) :

Beer  and  liquor  licenses  were  issued  to  one  (1)  additional 
club  and  one  club  obtained  seasonal  beer  and  liquor  licenses 
instead  of  yearly  licenses  as  in  the  previous  year. 

One  golf  club  having  a  seasonal  beer  license  also  obtained 
a  seasonal  liquor  license.  One  club  license  issued  in  1962-1963 
was  not  reinstated  in  1963-1964.  One  club  beer  license  was  sus¬ 
pended  for  illegal  sale  of  liquor  on  the  club  premises  on  a  Sunday. 


CANTEENS 

Thirty-seven  (37)  canteen  beer  licenses  were  issued,  which 
is  one  less  than  the  previous  year  and  is  accounted  for  by  the 
issuance  of  a  license  in  respect  to  a  temporary  military  mid¬ 
summer  training  camp  at  Banff  in  1962-1963. 

The  same  number  of  canteen  liquor  licenses  was  issued  in 
1963-1964  as  in  the  previous  year,  namely — -45. 

Canteens  and  messes  operate  under  the  direct  control  of  the 
Commanding  Officer  of  the  various  branches  of  the  Armed 
Forces  of  Canada. 

Details  of  all  licenses  issued  will  be  found  in  Appendix  “A”. 


LAW  ENFORCEMENT 

The  board  wishes  to  express  sincere  appreciation  to  the 
officers  and  men  of  the  R.C.M.P.  and  to  the  City  and  Municipal 
Police  throughout  the  province  for  their  efficient  co-operation 
in  enforcing  the  provisions  of  the  Liquor  Control  Act  and  the 
Liquor  Licensing  Act. 

The  officials  and  staff  of  the  Department  of  the  Attorney 
General  provided  valuable  assistance  and  guidance  during  the 
past  year  which  the  board  acknowledges  with  gratitude. 

GENERAL 

A  total  of  three  hundred  and  seventy-six  (376)  Interdictions 
was  placed  during  the  year  compared  to  three  hundred  and  sixty- 
six  (366)  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  Interdictions  in 
force  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  1,159  compared  to  1,180  at  the 
end  of  the  previous  year. 

Payments  by  the  board  to  the  Government  of  Canada  during 
the  fiscal  year  for  Customs  and  Excise  Duties  and  sales  taxes 
amounted  to  $13,985,975.82,  an  increase  of  $925,047.33. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  sales  tax  and  gallonage  tax  paid 
directly  to  the  Government  of  Canada  by  Alberta  Breweries 
amounted  to  $10,936,661.89. 
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Store  sales  and  the  statement  of  Profit  and  Loss  presented 
as  separate  statements  in  previous  years  have  been  consolidated 
in  Statement  “D”. 

A  statement  of  Special  Permits  issued  during  the  year  will 
be  found  in  Appendix  “B”.

Board  for  the  year  ended  March  31,  1964. 

Physical  inventories  of  liquor,  beer,  containers,  etc.,  were  taken  at 
March  31,  1964,  by  officials  of  the  Board.  Quantities  were  certified  by 
respective  warehouse  and  store  managers. 

Stocks  were  priced  at  cost  landed  in  bond  or  duty  paid  cost  in  ware¬ 
houses.  The  cost  of  transferring  stock  from  warehouses  to  stores  was  not 
included  in  the  inventory  valuation. 

Inventories  included  goods  on  consignment  amounting  to  $565,225.02, 
the  corresponding  liability  being  included  with  accounts  payable  on  the 
Balance  Sheet. 

The  appropriation  of  profits  for  capital  account  and  reserve  fund  as 
provided  by  Section  25  of  The  Liquor  Control  Act  amounted  to  $9,664,807.77 
as  at  March  31,  1964,  after  providing  $1,305,000.00  from  the  net  income  of 
the  year  and  charging  thereto  $490,192.23  representing  the  net  book  value 
of  Beaver  House  property,  Edmonton,  transferred  to  the  Government  of 
Alberta  by  Order-in-Council  253/64. 

Subject  to  the  foregoing,  I  certify  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  above 
Balance  Sheet  is  properly  drawn  up  so  as  to  show  the  true  financial  position 
of  the  Alberta  Liquor  Control  Board  as  at  March  31,  1964,  according  to 
information  and  explanations  given  to  me  and  as  shown  by  the  books  of  the 
Board  and  the  accompanying  Statement  of  Profit  and  Loss  correctly  sets 
forth  the  result  of  operations  for  the  year  ended  at  that  date.
